1.  Sexual  harassment  includes  unwelcome  sexual  advances,  re  quests  (or  sexual  favors,  and 
other  verbal  or  physical  conduct  ol  a  sexual  nature  when:

1.  Harassment  on  the  basis  of  race,  color,  religion,  national  origin,  or  other  protected  status 
includes  offensive  or  demeaning  treatment  of  an  individual,  where  such  treatment  Is  based 
typically  on  prejudiced  stereotypes  of  a  group  to  which  lhat  individual  may  belong.

The 
Affirmative  Action  Officer  and  the  designees  will  render  assistance  relative  to  Informal 
questions,  advice,  and  complaints.

The  Affirmative  Action  OTicer  or  designee  will  attempt  to  facilitate  Ihe  resolution  of  a 
problem  in  a  prompt  manner  which  is  fair  and  equitable  to  the  individuals  Involved  Every 
effort  shall  be  made  lo  insure  the  privacy  of  the  complainant  and  Ihe  accused,  and  to  achieve  a 
satisfactory  resolution  in  Ihe  most  Informal  manner  and  at  the  lowest  administrative  level 
possible 


If  no  Informal  resolution  ol  a  complaint  is  achieved,  appropriate  university  grievance 
procedures  will  be  made  available  to  both  the  complainant  and  the  accused.  The  Affirmative 
Acltan  Officer  may  beinvolved.  as  appropriate,  throughout  the  processing  of  such  a  grievance. 
Such  involvement  may  consist  of  advice  and  consultation  with  Ihe  parlies  to  the  complaint. 
Investigation  of  Ihefaclsof  the  case,  and  recommendations  for  resolution  of  Ihe  complaint.  The 
Affirmative  Action  Officer  shall  serve  as  a  resource  with  regard  to  related  laws,  procedures, 
and  regulations. 

If  a  complaint  Is  found  lobe  valid  by  university  grievance  procedures,  the  corrective  action 
recommended  will  be  appropriale  lo  the  severity  of  Ihe  incident,  and  will  be  designed  bolh  to 
discipline  the  offender  and  to  provide  relief  lo  the  aggrieved  parly.  Possible  corrcc  live  acl  ions 
Include  but  arc  nol  limited  lo  the  fallowing:  reprimand,  consideration  in  establishing  annual 
salary,  consideration  in  promotion  decisions,  consideration  in  (enure  decisions,  retention  of 
salary,  probation,  suspension,  termination  ol  employment,  and  immediate  dismissal. 

This  policy  is  in  keeping  with  IPFW's  commitment  lo  ihe  principle  ot  equal  educational  and 
occupational  opportunities  for  all  persons  and  to  positive  aclion  toward  Ihe  elimination  or 
discrimination  in  all  phases  of  university  life,  as  set  forlh  in  bolh  Ihe  Indiana  University  and 
the  Purdue  Uni'.'r:itvjlliii[i:iiiv,',n.iion  plans.
